nearly 1,500 miles.

One way to control the fly Is to 
cat< h it in such a trap as is shown 
above. 
The trap may b** placed near 
tin* garbage can, or any oilier place 
where the flies are sure to come, 
A 
simple and effective tray may b<* made 
from a grocery box by Substituting 
wire netting for the top and two sides, 
cutting a round hole in the bottom and 
irisorting in it a wire netting con-* 
with an eighth-inch opening at tin* 
bottom and a half-inch opening at the 
top. 
Some article of food, preferably 
a fish head, should be placed Inside for 
bait. The trap must b»* elevated sev< - 
al Inches above the ground, so as to 
give tin* fln-s a chance to enter. When 
tin- trap is full, it may be emptied by 
shaking its contents through a sina'i 
opening, ordinarily closed by a sliding 
door. The trap described and shown 
in the illustration is a particularly ef­ 
fective on**, as it was planned with a 
vi«-" t<* tin* fly’s*habits.
